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New tourism chief looks to take Algarve to new heights

tional films and TV ‘spots’ to be 
broadcast via a number of major 
European channels, as well as 
broadcasting ‘Algarve adverts’ in 
cinemas around Europe, at the 
start ofmajormovie launches. 

“You sit there waiting for the 
film to start, you can’t ‘channel 
surf like you can at home, so what 
could be nicer than to sit and look 
at the Algarve ’ s beaches, the land- 
scape, golf courses ...” 

So far, so good, the ‘engage- 
ment’ seems to be blissfully pro- 
ductive. But what would Dr. Pina 
change about the way the Algarve 
is perceived? 

“I think some people still see 
the Algarve as the mass develop- 
ment it was in the 1 970 ’s”, he says. 
“ ‘Re-qualification’ is a word that 
people will hear repetitively over 
the next few months. All of the re- 
gion’ s most recent developments 
are of very high quality, and there 
are a few original structures that 
could use updating or bringing up 
to the same standards, but for vari- 
ous reasons, can’t”. 

So what is the answer? 

“PIT is a programme for tour- 
ism intervention that entails a one 
billion euro injection to raise all 
regional standards to the same level 
of excellence. Re-qualification. 
Not only of buildings, but also of 
personnel. 

“What use is a five-star hotel 


without five- star service? So we 
are going to invest heavily in re- 
qualifying both structures and 
professional service to levels of 
excellence”. 

A number of significant new 
projects are to be revealed this 
Saturday by the Minister of 
Economy, at 15h30, though Dr. 
Pina did reveal new markets he 
would like to target. 

“First I would like to reinforce 
the German market, but I would 
like to start targeting markets like 
China, Japan and Russia”. 

There is in fact an ‘Allgarve’ 
banner in the Russian Kremlin 
square. 

“I think China and Japan 
would be promising markets, 
principally China due to its his- 
torical ties with the Portuguese 
discovery era. Asian markets in 
general appreciate historical and 
cultural monuments and even 
though they are more veered to- 
wards the ‘City Break’ kind of 
tourism, I think they would be 
thoroughly pleased with what 
the Algarve has to offer”. 

This would inevitably imply 
a closer relationship with the Lis- 
bon Tourist Board, something 
that Antonio Pina would also like 
to explore. His attitude towards 
new partnerships is a refreshing 
one, and is always open to col- 
laborations that would propel 


the Algarve as well as giving 
something in return. 

Also on the cards are new cul- 
tural routes, including Moorish, 
Roman, Manuelino and Church 
trials. The basic idea is, through 
negotiations with respective city 
halls, to attract tourist interest in

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the routes, getting visitors to pay 
a small entry fee to visit the monu- 
ment that will revert towards em- 
ploying more staff so the monu- 
ments can be kept open during 
longer hours and over weekends.

Supposedly, the future air- 
port will share F aro airport’ s con- 
trol tower and will free up airspace 
for commercial aircraft, offering an 
alternative take-off and landing 
place for private jets only. 

More welcome news comes in 
the form of an innovative, eco- 
friendly project presently being 
elaboratedby ETAR, the regional 
water treatment company, who 
are striving to keep water usage 
lower through the summer by 
supplying golf courses and larger 
resorts with partially treated, re- 
cycled water; water that is unfit 
for human consumption, yet per- 
fect for lawns. 

So things are looking promis- 
ing, from the inside and from the 
outside. 

But the inevitable question had 
to be asked: What does Dr. 
Antonio Pina, President of the 
RTA thi nk about the region’s 
controversial ‘Allgarve’ branding? 

“It’s like the early tins of fish 
conserve that were produced here 
in Olhao”, he laughs “you have to 
look past the packaging and to the 
quality of the product within.

Former civil governor Dr. Antonio Pina has made a smooth, yet somewhat hastened transition into his new roie as head of the 
Aigarve Regionai Tourist Board (RTA). Comfortabiy settied in his office with panoramic views at the top of the RTA tower in Faro, he is 
stiii in the process of getting to grips with the demands the compiex job entaiis, though it is a process he is undertaking with fuii 
gusto, and one that is aided by an innate passion for travei and tourism, as weii as many hours of reading up on the matter. 


As always, an interview with 
Dr. Antonio Pina is like having an 
informal chat with an old ac- 
quaintance. His enthusiasm is 
contagious and it is obvious that 
he has invested many hours in 
getting to know the ropes of the 
office he has taken over. Exciting 
new developments are on the 
horizon, some ofwhich were re- 
vealed in his latest interview with 
The Portugal News. 

His departure from regional 
government to the RTA was an 
unexpected one - following a 
“gentlemen’s agreement” be- 
tween the region’ s two main po- 
litical parties, PS and PSD. 

“There has always been a sort 
of veiled accord between the par- 
tiesandthe RTA”, explained Dr. 
Pina, “except this time every- 
thing was done clearly, in broad 
daylight for all to see. And that is 
how I like to do things”. 

His name was put forward and 
accepted within weeks, “But I 
agreed to the job on one condi- 
tion”, he says: “That the new 
team be made up of fully quali- 
fied professionals with experi- 
ence in the field”. 

So he enlisted the aid of Dr^. 
Celia Pais, who for many years 
has been responsible for the suc- 
cessful marketing of Vilamoura, 
and Dr^. Fatima Coelho, devel- 
oper of the PRTA - a plan for 
Algarve Regional Tourism. 

Together they have produced 
a document that envisions three 
strategic phases for regional de- 
velopment, accompanied by pro- 
duction and marketing propos- 
als. 

This covers a long-term devel- 


opment plan, that branches from 
2007 - 2015, a medium-term 
plan, from 2007 - 2013, and a 
short-term plan that will be im- 
plemented by 2008. 

Immediate goals, however, 
target something a little closer to 
home, energy resourcetulness in 
the RTA building. 

“They call this an intelligent 
lighting system, but what is in- 
telligent about lights being on in a 
building at four in the afternoon?” 
he quips. 

The office in question is 
equipped with a movement-sen- 
sitive light system that is not en- 
tirely to Dr . Pina ’ s liking and will 
soon be improved, as will all of 
the RTA’s tourist bureaus 
throughout the region. 

F inding new ways to make the 
Algarve ’ s nautical mascot, a his- 
torical Caravel presently docked 
in Lagos, more profitable is also 
an immediate obj ective, as is tight- 
ening the RTA’s relationship 
with the Algarve T ourist Associa- 
tion ATA, a privately-funded as- 
sociation dedicated to promoting 
the region outside Portugal. 

“They have always dated, but 
never quite gotroundto marriage” 
is Dr. Pina’ s way of describing the 
two associations’ previous rela- 
tionship. 

Already a number of ideas 
have begun to emerge from at- 
tempts to end the ‘promiscuous’ 
relationship between the two. 

Preliminary discussions be- 
tween them have determined that 
in the near tuture the Internet must 
become a main tool in promoting 
the Algarve to the rest of Europe .

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Prime Minister Jose Soerates in 
Lisbon in his role as president of 
the Soeialist International, told 
journalists he also had suggested 
that EU aeeession talks begin 
medium term with “some Balkan 
eountries”, an apparent referenee 
to Serbia and Albania.

The Greek leader said he was 
in “total synehronisation” with 
Lisbon in seeking rapid approval 
of a Reform Treaty for the union 
and in developing a “green 
eeonomy” with “respeet for en- 
vironmental values”.

Maritime securitypackage, 
Galileo GPS top 
transportationpriorities 


The third package of mari- 
time security directives and the 
Galileo satellite navigation sys- 
tem are sector priorities for the 
Portuguese EU presidency. 
Public Works Minister Mario 
Lino said this week. 

Minister Lino, who pre- 
sented Portugal’ s sector priori- 
ties in Strasbourg on Thursday, 
told Lusa Lisbon inherited the 
Galileo GPS project from the 
German presidency in a situa- 
tion of “impasse” because of its 
heavy costs. 

He said he awaited a report 


from the European Commission 
by September to try to “find a 
path” forward. 

Last month Lino described 
the Galileo proj ect as involving 
“very heavy investments, ac- 
knowledging that it could be 
abandoned. 

On the seven-part third mari- 
time securitypackage. Lino said 
the preceding German presi- 
dency had achieved approval of 
three directives and that Lisbon 
hoped to continue discussions 
and reach political agreement 
on two more by year’s end. 


EC, EU parliament expected 
to give OK on treaty action 

a The European Commission and the European Parliament were expected 
to give their approval at the end of the week for the Portuguese presidency 
to open an Intergovernmental Conference mandated to draft a Reform 
Treaty for the bloc, EU officials told Lusa. 


They said the commission was 
scheduled to give its blessing to 
the initiative in Strasbourg Tues- 
day, with similar action by the 
parliament expected the follow- 
ing day. The holding of an ICG 
requires the OK of the two Euro- 
pean bodies. 

The European Central Bank, 
whose approval is not manda- 
tory, was also expected to give its 


thumbs up to the ICG on a still 
undetermined date, the officials 
said. 

Portuguese Prime Minister 
Jose Socrates has announced 
plans to convene an IGC in Brus- 
sels, under the leadership of F or- 
eign Minister Luis Amado, to 
begin drafting the treaty on July 
23, saying he looked for its ap- 
proval at an informal summit in 


Lisbon on October 18-19. 

The last European Council 
held under the outgoing German 
presidency on June 21-22 gave 
Lisbon a “clear and precise man- 
date” to move forward with the 
treaty, a charter aimed to replace 
the ill-fated Constitutional 
Treaty that was downed in 
French and Dutch referenda two 
years ago. TPN/Lusa 


Portuguese Foreign Minister Luis Amado 
encouraged Macedonia Friday to press 
forward with needed reforms so that 
Skopje could launch accession talks with 
the European Union. 


“Ifwe receive apositive evalu- 
ation from the European Com- 
mission by year’ s end, we can 
move forward”, Amado told a 
news conference after talks with 
his Macedonian counterpart, 
Antonio Milososki. 

Portugal ’ s “political will”, he 
said, was for “the next step to be

SA opposition chiefurges 
Portugal to boycott Mugabe 

□ The leader of South Africa’s Democratic Alliance party, Helen Zille, has 
called on Portuguese Prime Minister Jose Socrates not to invite 
controversial Zimbabwean President Robert Mugabe to an EU-Africa 
summit in Lisbon later this year. 


In a letter to Prime Minister 
Socrates, whose country holds 


the rotating EU presidency, Zille 
argued that Mugabe’s presence 


at the summit between the EU 
and African Union in December 
would help legitimize the increas- 
ing autocratic rule of Harare’s 
veteran head of state. 

Mugabe’s appearance at the 
EU-AU summit in December 
would also undermine joint ef- 
forts by both blocs to promote 
human rights and democracy in 
Africa, said Zille, who in addition 
to leading South Africa’sbiggest 
opposition force also serves as 
Cape Town’s major. 

“Painful past experience 
shows that President Mugabe is 
unwilling to enter any kind of 
meaningful dialogue on the criti- 
cal challenges facing Zimbabwe. 
He has also shown on many oc- 
casions that he cannot be trusted 
to uphold promises of commit- 
ments he undertakes.” 

Zille also informed Portugal ’ s 
government chief that the politi- 
cal and economic situation in 
Zimbabwe is deteriorating daily 
and this chromic instability is 
being increasingly felt in South 
Africa and other neighbouring 
states. TPN/Lusa 


French pair charged 
with murdering yacht 
skipper in 2006 

Two French nationals rescued from a capsized yacht 
last year were charged Monday with murdering the 
boat’s skipper, whose tied-up body was found hidden 
onboard the vessel, judicial sources were reported as 
saying by the Lusa News Agency. 


Portuguese state prosecu- 
tors have decided there is 
enough evidence to charge 
Thierry Beille and his half sis- 
ter, Corine Caspar, with the 
killing of Andre Le Floch in 
August 2006, the sources told 
Lusa. 

The three had been sailing off 
Portugal ’ s southern coast in the 
trimaran “Intermezzo” when 


the yacht capsized. Beille and 
Caspar were rescued by heli- 
copter and the boat towed into 
an Algarve port. 

Le Floch, a retired civil serv- 
ant whose body was discov- 
ered in one of the boat’ s hulls, 
was killed in a “calculated and 
pre-meditated” manner, the 
same judicial sources told 
Lusa.

Lisbon to increase infant- 
care centres by 50 percent 


The Portuguese government 
will boost the country ’ s number 
of infant-care centres by 50 per- 
cent by 2009 to bring it into line 
with European Union targets, a 
senior official told the LusaNews 
Agency. 

The state secretary for social 


security, Pedro Marques, an- 
nounced the initiative on the side- 
lines ofaninformalmeeting ofEU 
labour and welfare ministers in 
the northern city of Guimaraes, 
the first of its kind under Portu- 
gal’ s EU presidency. 

“For us this is a strategic pri- 


ority and an example of realizing 
strategic European priorities in 
Portugal”, Marques told j oumal- 
ists. 

He noted that the EU estab- 
lished a 33 percent target level for 
infant-care centres five years ago 
in Barcelona.

Portugal wants reform treaty to be 
called “Treaty ofLisbon” 



Portugal’s EU presidency hopes member states will agree a Reform Treaty later this year during 
an ‘informal summit’ in the Portuguese capital and Prime Minister Jose Socrates restated his 
ambition for the document to be known as the “Treaty of Lisbon”. 


Speaking to reporters after pre- 
senting Portugal’ s EU leadership 
priorities to the European Parlia- 
ment, Socrates said “for now” he 
was “more interested in having a 
treaty” than in whatthe final docu- 


ment is called. 

But assuming EU member 
states manage to do a deal on the 
tentative 26-page Reform Treaty, 
it wouldbe good for the bloc’s new 
mlebook to be associated with the 
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country that supervised its birth, 
he added. 

“1 don’t think anyone will think 
it wrong for a presidency, if it 
achieves this obj ective, to use one 
of its cities to baptize this treaty. 
We ’ ve done this in the past and it’s 
a fine tradition we should keep in 
the future.” 

Socrates had told MEPs Lis- 
bon’s presidency would work to 
get final agreement on the new Re- 


form Treaty at an Oct. 18- 19 in- 
formal meeting of heads of state 
and government in Lisbon follow- 
ing arapid intergovernmental con- 
ference, known by EU insiders as 
the ICG. 

The ICG, the only EU body 
empowered to change bloc treaties, 
gets underway July 23 in Brussels 
and includes government repre- 
sentatives, members of the Euro- 
pean Commission and MEPs. 


Palestinepeacekeeping 
force ‘just an idea’, 
saysFM 

Portuguese Foreign Minister Luis Amado said Tuesday 
that a proposai from 10 southern EU states, inciuding 
Portugai, for an internationai peacekeeping force to be 
depioyed to the Paiestinian territories is oniy “an idea for 
discussion.” 


The proposed use of 
peacekeepers in Palestine was 
made Monday in a letter pub- 
lished in the French newspaper 
Le Monde addressed to former 
British premier Tony Blair, en- 
voy of the Middle East Peace 
Quartet - comprising the US, 
Russia, UN and EU. 

Luis Amado, a signatory of the 
open letter, stressed the proposal 
was “informal” and had been “a 
question of controversy at the 
heart of the (EU) group” of min- 
isters. 


The ministers had not clarified 
what the “nature and objective” 
of the mooted Palestinian peace- 
keeping operation would be, 
added Portugal’s top diplomat. 

Amado was speaking after a 
Lisbon meeting with his Danish 
colleague, StigMoller, who noted 
that the peacekeeping force 
would require approval from the 
UN Security Council and would 
also need to be acceptable to 
Hamas, a condition for Russia’ s 
non- vetoing of the plans. TPN/

stalling EU project 

Portuguese Prime Minister Jose Socrates 
toid the European Pariiament on 
Wednesday that he was “confident” Lisbon’s 
EU presidency wiii overcome “deadiocks 
and biockages” deiaying the European 
project and aiso reiterated Portugai’s 
priorities for its ieadership of the bioc. 



“We will do all to overcome the 
period of doubt and uncertainty 
over the course being followedby 
the European project,” Prime 
Minister Socrates told MEPS, 
adding that the EU’ s 27 member 
states have given Lisbon a “clear 
and precise” mandate” and Por- 
tugal ’s presidency is “prepared 
for those difficulties that always 
crop up”. 

Socrates’ latter comment was 
seen by analysts as an apparent 
reference to Poland, which says 
it will press for fresh debate on 
EU voting rights, a key compo- 
nent of a hard-won accord 
wrapped up by the bloc’s lead- 
ers in June. 

Lisbon has said it wants to turn 
the EU’s aborted constitution 
into a Revised Treaty by Octo- 
ber. Sbcrates told MEPS that a 
draft document will be presented 
to EU heads of diplomacy at the 
end of July. 

Portugal’s prime minister also 
told the Strasbourg legislature that 
his country’s EU presidency will 
push to modernize Europe’s 
economy and society via the so- 
called Lisbon Strategy, originally 
approved in2000 during Portugal’s 
previous leadership of the bloc. 

Reforms to the Lisbon Strat- 
egy are scheduled to be approved 
in 2008 during Slovenia’ s stint in 
the EU’s driving seat, but 
Sbcrates told MEPs that Portu- 
gal wants to play a prominent 
role in formulating the initiative 
to give it the “visibility and rel- 


evance it deserves.” 

In the area of labour legislation 
and social affairs, Socrates said 
the debate among EU member 
states on the so-called fiexicurity 
concept of liberalized hiring and 
firing for employers and bolstered 
employee welfare should seek 
“integrated and balanced solu- 
tions”, taking into account the 
diversity of Europe’s states. 

On the security front, Lis- 
bon’s government chief said he 
was “proud” that a Portuguese 
firm has developed the Schengen 
Information System (SISonedall) 
to facilitate movement around 
the EU’s borderless regions. 

Portugal’s EU presidency, 
said Sbcrates, will give “special 
attention” to the issue of immi- 
gration into the bloc and also con- 
centrate its efforts at the EU helm 
on combating terrorism and im- 
proving Europe’s energy secu- 
rity. 

Regarding the EU’s foreign 
relations, he reiterated Lisbon’s 
ambition of staging a Europe- 
Africa Union summit in Decem- 
ber, despite differences between 
the two blocs on the presence of 
Zimbabwean President Robert 
Mugabe. 

Lisbon is also prioritising EU 
relations with Brazil, which es- 
tablished a strategic partnership 
with Europe in the first days of 
Portugal’ s leadership of the bloc, 
and also aims to intensify north- 
south Mediterranean dialogue, 
Socrates told MEPs. TPN/Lusa 


Births drop 


4,100 

The Office forNational Sta- 
tistics (INE) revealed this week 
that in 2006, 4, 1 00 fewer babies 
were bom in the country when 
compared with figures from the 
previous year. 

According to these statistics, 
105,351 births were registered 
in Portugal, down by 4, 1 06 from 
the previous year which is the 
lowest birth rate ever that has 
officially been recorded in the 


country. 

The average number of chil- 
dren per woman also dropped, 
down to 1.36 children from a 
previous figure of 1.41. The 
average in the European Union 
is 1.52. 

Due to the current decline in 
births, Portugal could have lost 
a quarter of its population by 
2050,havingonly7.5 million in- 
habitants. 
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Socrates and Brown meet in London 
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Portuguese Prime Minister Jose 
Socrates and his British counterpart 
met in London this week to discuss 
Portugai’s EU presidency and the 
thorny issue of Zimbabwe. 
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bal trade front. 

Expressing EU “solidarity” 
with Britain in the face of a new 
series of terrorist attacks, Socrates 
said the “fight against terrorism” 
wouldbe at the top of Lisbon’ s EU 
presidency priorities. 
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Prime Minister Soerates dis- 
eussed Portugal’ s EU presidency 
priorities, with Gordon Brown 
saying London was ready for fast 
action on the bloc’s Reform 
Treaty, but wary of a Lisbon 
summit with Africa that included 
Zimbabwe’s Robert Mugabe. 

“I reaffirmed to the prime min- 
ister that (Britain) had assured its 
objectives (in Brussels two 
weeks ago) and that we want them 
reflected in detail in the accord in 
coming months”. Brown told a 
j oint news conference after a one 
hour of talks with Socrates in 
London. 

He said no British referendum 
on the Reform Treaty would be 
needed as long as London’ s “red 
lines” were respected as agreed at 
the European Council in Brus- 
sels, a reference to Britain’s op- 
position to EU control over na- 
tional security and foreign poli- 
cies and dominance over labour 
and social security issues. 

Socrates reiterated his deter- 
mination to “move rapidly form 
the (Brussels) mandate to the 
treaty”, saying he would launch 
an Intergovernmental Confer- 
ence on the charter later this 
month with a view to having it 


approved by October. 

Brown, he said, “agreed with 
this calendar” and, like Lisbon, 
wanted the Portuguese presi- 
dency to give a “new impulse” to 
work on the document. 

On a less consensual note, the 
British leader said London had 
“difficulties” with Portugal’s 
plans to host a long-delayed EU- 
African Union summit in Decem- 
ber that might include Mugabe, 
the Zimbabwean president who 
faces EU travel sanctions, while 
Socrates saidhis government was 
doing “everything possible” to 
find a diplomatic solution for the 
issue. 

Socrates argues that EU-Africa 
relations are too important to be 
held hostage to disagreements 
over how best to handle the hu- 
man rights crisis in Zimbabwe. 

The two leaders, declaring 
themselves cautiously optimis- 
tic, also said they had discussed 
the possibility of a new dynamic 
in the stalemated Doha Round of 
world trade negotiations. 

Brown said there was room for 
“progress”, while Socrates noted 
that the first-ever EU-Brazil 
summit in Lisbon last week had 
brought “better news” on the glo-

The two leaders also under- 
lined their support for bolstering 
the Lisbon Agenda, the scheme 
approved during Portugal’s last 
presidency in 2000 to make the 
27-nation bloc the world’ s most 
competitive economy. 

In a development related to 
EU-Africa matters, the UN High 


Commissioner for Refugees 
Antonio Guterres, a former Por- 
tuguese prime minister, ex- 
pressed his concern over what he 
described as Europe’s “pro- 
found disinterest” in Africa. 

In an interview with Lisbon 
media, Guterres said it was sig- 
nificant that it was taking Portu- 


gal ’ s return to the EU helm for the 
27 -nation bloc again to place Af- 
rica on its agenda. 

“This reveals a profound dis- 
interest on the part of Europe as 
a whole with the African conti- 
nent to help solve the very grave 
problems that exist there”, 
Guterres said.

Security officials 
discuss strategies for 
fight against terrorism, 
organized crime 

Security police officials from across the 
European Union met in Portugal this 
week to bolster and define strategies for 
joint combat of terrorism and organized 
cross-border crime. 



The closed-door meeting of 
the Broadened Troika of EU Po- 
lice Chiefs was of “maj or impor- 
tance” as it would “define the 
main operational and strategic 
lines of action for the future se- 
curity of the European Union”, 
Lt. Gen. Mourato Nunes, who 
chairs the gathering under the 
Portuguese EU presidency, told 
Lusa ahead of the discussions. 

Some 30 senior EU police of- 
ficers and representatives of the 
European Council ’ s Secretariat- 
General, the European Commis- 
sion, Europol and Interpol par- 
ticipated in the gathering in the 


medieval, walled town of Obidos 
in central Portugal. 

Europol chief Max-Peter 
Ratzel told Lusa that, among 
other initiatives, the meeting fo- 
cused attention on a new system 
of polling and sharing information 
in the mother tongue of each EU 
member state. 

The security officials, he 
added, also sought to define joint 
strategies to “anticipate and pre- 
vent” action by terrorists and 
organised crime. Security offi- 
cials discuss strategies to fight 
against terrorism, are organized 
crime.

UN chief holds talks in Lisbon 



UN Secretary-General Ban Ki-moon called Monday, after talks with 
Portuguese ieaders, for no deiay in deaiing with independence 
status for the Serbian province of Kosovo, warning that further 
postponements wouid have a “very negative impact”. 


“While this process runs its 
course, I appeal vehemently to 
the Kosovar people not to take 
any unilateral action, which 
would be very negative, and very 
damaging to the negotiations 
underway”. Ban told a Lisbon 
news conference after meetings 
with senior Portuguese officials, 
who hold the European Union 
presidency. 

His plea came on the heels of a 
suggestion by a top US official 
who called for a delay in 
Kosovo’ s sovereignty issue dur- 
ing a visit to Pristina. 

“Any new postponement or 
delay of the issue will have a very 
negative impact”. Ban said, un- 
derlining that Russia’s opposi- 
tion to Kosovo independence 
required a “wider, more strategic 
treatment” of the question. 

The UN Secretary-General, 
speaking to j oumalists after talks 
with Portuguese F oreign Minis- 
ter Luis Amado, said that Euro- 
pean unity on the Kosovo issue 
was of the “greatest importance” 
to reach a UN Security Council 
resolution on the question “as 
quickly as possible”. 

He said Kosovo was a “one- 
of-a-kind” crisis that would not 
set a precedent for separatist 
movements in other disaffected 
regions, describing the situation 
as a maj or issue for consideration 
by the nine-day-old Portuguese 
EU presidency. 

The UN is considering a plan 
for Kosovo’s “monitored inde- 
pendence” during a transition 
period with the continued de- 
ployment of NATO forces, 
while the current UN mission 
turns over its responsibilities to 
the EU. 

Serbia, backed by Russia, dis- 
misses any talk ofindependence for 
its Albanian ethnic-maj ority prov- 


ince, azone Belgrade considers the 
birthplace of its nationhood. 

Before his talks with Amado, 
Ban met separately in Lisbon 
with Portuguese President 
Anibal Cavaco Silva, Prime Min- 
ister Jose Socrates and Defence 
Minister Nuno Severiano 
Teixeira, among others. 

Ban Ki-moon later said he 
welcomed the priority being 
given to African relations by Por- 
tugal’ s European Union presi- 
dency, expressing his hopes that 
the EU will strengthen its ties 
with the African Union during 
Lisbon’s leadership of the 27- 
nation bloc. 

The UN chief said: “I greatly 
appreciate this strategic option. 
Relations with Africa are also top 
of my agenda . . . and I hope that it 
will be possible to tighten coop- 
eration with the AU during the 
Portuguese presidency.” 

A key objective of Lisbon’s 
six-month EU stewardship is to 


bring closer relations with Africa, 
primarily through the staging of 
a delayed summit with the 53- 
state bloc during December in 
Portugal’s capital. 

Originally planned for 2003 in 
Lisbon as a follow-up to the first 
Europe- Africa summit organized 
by Portugal in 2000, the EU-AU 
meeting has been delayed due to 
opposition from some European 
states to the presence of President 
Robert Mugabe at the event. 

Besides discussion over the 
forthcoming Africa summit, the 
UN’s secretary general said he 
had also used his talks with Por- 
tuguese leaders to “thank and 
praise the active involvement of 
Portugal in East Timor.” 

“We hope that the EU and 
Portugal continue to support 
Timor during its process of re- 
construction and assist in over- 
coming the economic and social 
problems” in the new nation, 
added Ban. TPN/Lusa 


US state Secretary Rice in 
Lisbon next week for talks 
with govt 


us Secretary of State 
Condoleezza Rice will visit Lis- 
bon next week during a tour of 
Africa and the Middle East for 
talks with the Portuguese gov- 
ernment, which currently holds 
the rotating EU presidency, of- 
ficials said. 

Condoleeza Rice begins her 
Africa-MidEast tour July 16 
with scheduled stops in Israel 
and the Palestinian territories.

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Police keep Madeleine profile high 



Portuguese police have this week been 
staging a series of interviews at the 
offices of the Criminal Investigation 
Department (CID) in Portimao. Among 
those questioned by police, were the 
only suspect in the case so far, 33-year 
old Robert Murat, and three friends of the 
McCann family. 


Police questioned Robert 
Murat for over 1 5 hours over a 
period of two days, with their 
only suspeet being released at 
around 1 8h00 on Wednesday af- 
ternoon. 

His status as an ‘arguido’ or 
formal suspeet, remains un- 
ehanged. 

Mr Murat was eontaeted on 
Saturday after The Portugal 
News learnt he would be sub- 
jeeted to further questioning by 
poliee in the eoming week. At the 
time, while reiterating he was not 
allowed to speak to the press, he 
denied knowledge of the forth- 
eoming interview. 

On Monday, poliee spokes- 
man Olegario Sousa eonfirmed 
that witnesses, along with Mr 
Murat “eouldbe taken in for fur- 
ther questioning the following 
day”. 

Mr Murat, along with his 
mother, live in a villa loeated 
about 1 00 yards from the apart- 
ment from where Madeleine was 
abdueted. 

The villa was eomprehen- 
sively searehed on May 14, the 
day on whieh Mr Murat was de- 
elared a formal suspeet. 

Sergey Malinka, a eomputer 
teehnieian based in Praia da Luz, 
the village from where Madeleine 
was taken and a witness in the 
ease, has, in eomments to The 
Portugal News, revealed: “I 
have been told nothing by poliee 
of any interviews”. 

However, three friends of Kate 
and Gerry MeCann, Rachael 
Oldfield, 36, Dr Russell O’Brien, 
36, and Dr Fiona Payne, 34 spent 


a eouple of hours on Wednesday 
providing additional testimony 
to poliee in Portimao. 

Portuguese press reports indi- 
eate that their testimonies eon- 
tradiet that of Mr Murat regard- 
ing his whereabouts on the night 
of Madeleine’s disappearanee. 

Commenting on behalf of the 
three friends, Raehael Oldfield 
said: “We are more than happy 
to help the poliee with their on- 
going investigation. All of us want 
to do anything we ean to help find 
Madeleine and re-unite her with 
her loving parents. I know that 
Kate and Gerry are grateful to the 
Portuguese people for their 
prayers and tremendous sup- 
port.” 

But the day their friends were 
to appear before poliee started in 
the worst possible fashion for the 
MeCanns when they were eon- 
fronted by a reputable news 
ageney that the body of their 
daughter eould have been found 
at the Lagos Marina. 

The deeeased was eonfirmed 
to be an elderly gentleman who 
had died on his boat. 

Gerry MeCann said after the 
eall: “It is very disappointing that 
this person did not eheek out the 
souree of this rumour before eon- 
taeting our representatives. Sueh 
ealls and rumours are distressing 
even though we know if it does 
not eome through an offieial 
souree not to plaee much empha- 
sis on it.” 

The MeCanns also spoke of 
the inereasing speeulation sur- 
rounding the disappearanee of 
their daughter and in some eases

Speaking at V ilamoura where 
he had just unveiled the number 
of poliee reinforeements for the 
Algarve this summer. Home Af- 
fairs Minister Rui Pereira said: 
“Whether it is the GNR, and es- 
peeially the PSP, there are obli- 
gations undertaken by the presi- 
deney of the European Union 
that demand a huge number of 
poliee resourees”. 

However, Mr Pereira was 
quiek to stress that in the event 
of an emergeney, seeurity forees 
are in a position to aet swiftly in 
any part of the eountry, inelud- 
ing the Algarve. 

Admitting that the Algarve will 
this summer be mostly reliant on 
regional resourees, the minister 
said that loeally based forees are 
“Very goodand will faee any chal- 
lenge with optimism”. 

But loeal offieials remain un- 
eonvineed, and have reaeted an- 
grily to the news. 

Chairman of the Metropolitan 
Couneils of the Algarve, eau- 
tioned that the shortage of seeu- 
rity forees over the summer eould 
have negative effeets on tourism 
in the region, espeeially in the 


wake of the disappearanee of 
Madeleine MeCann more than 
two months ago. 

Maeario Correia eritieised the 
government for “onee more” 
overlooking the Algarve, eharg- 
ing: “We have known for years 
that we would be assuming the 
EU presideney. It wasn’t some- 
thing that was deeided 1 5 days 
ago”, he said, saying the govern- 
ment should have antieipated the 
deployment of additional forees. 

“The government has lost the 
opportunity to give people eon- 
fidenee”, espeeially when the 
eyes of the world, and espeeially 
Britain, are on the Algarve, he 
argued. 

“It would be intelligent that in 
the year that Portugal is exposed 
to international ehannels, due to 
a sensitive question of safety and 
seeurity (the abduetion of 
Madeleine MeCann) that at least 
this year we would have seenre- 
inforeement of resourees and that 
we would be able to boast a full 
eompliment of poliee forees”. 

The newly appointed ehair- 
man of the Algarve T ourist Board 
(RTA) was less eritieal of the 
cutbaek in poliee resourees.

Life-long learning, professional training, 
Lisbon priorities for education sector 


strengthening policies of life-long learning and bolstering cooperation 
among EU members states in the areas of education and professional 
training are sector priorities of the Portuguese EU presidency for its six- 
month mandate, according to Lisbon’s Education Ministry, the Lusa 
News Agency reported. 


According to a document 
published on the ministry’s 
online site Thursday, the Por- 
tuguese presidency will seek to 
“re-enforce the role of the 
policy of life-long learning”, 
underlining its links to the 
economy, employment and citi- 
zenship. 

This priority, the ministry 


said, aims to give anew impulse 
to the Lisbon Strategy, a scheme 
to make Europe the world’ s most 
competitive economy that was 
approved under Portugal’s pre- 
vious leadership of the bloc in 
2000. 

Education and adult train- 
ing are one of the strategy’s 
three “pillars”, along with re- 


search and technical innova- 
tion. 

The ministry said that edu- 
cation and training had gotten 
less attention than the other 
two dynamics over the last six 
years and that Lisbon would 
seek a new impulse for the sec- 
tor in EU-wide discussions set 
for later this year.

Ecofin meet focuses on 
IME candidate, Cypms and 
Malta entry to Euro Zone 

a Portuguese Finance Minister Fernando Teixeira dos Santos on Tuesday 
presided over a meeting of European Union counterparts that gave 
formal approval to the entry of Cyprus and Malta into the Euro Zone and 
that defined the profile of an EU candidate to head the International 
Monetary Fund. 


On arrival at the meeting in 
Brussels, Minister Teixeira dos 
Santos praised Cyprus and Malta 
for the strides they had taken to 
achieve Euro status, expressing 
hope they would continue to fol- 
low policies of “budgetary dis- 
cipline, macroeconomic stability 
and the strengthening of the com- 
petitiveness of their economies”. 

The two Mediterranean coun- 
tries are to j oin the Euro Zone, of 
which Portugal is a founding 
member, on January 1 , boosting 
its ranks to 15 from 13. 

Teixeira dos Santos also told 
journalists before the start of the 
Ecofin meeting that he would 
press his 26 colleagues to move 
rapidly on finding a “strong can- 
didate” for the post of IMF di- 
rector-general, beginning with the 
definition of a profile . 

“It is important that we begin 
to work immediately on this mat- 
ter in order to have this strong 
candidate as soon as possible”, he 
said. 

The IMF’s current director- 
general, Rodrigo Rato of Spain, 
announced last month that he 
would resign effective in October 
for “personal reasons”. 

The IMF is traditionally led by 
a European, while the World 
Bank’s leadership goes to an 
American. 

On Monday, as is the norm, 
Ecofin was preceded by an infor- 
mal meeting of the Eurogroup, 
the 1 3 countries sharing the same 


currency, where French Presi- 
dent Nicolas Sarkozy explained 
that due to the “deep reforms” 
Paris is planning France would 
likely only rein in its deficit in 
2012, two years later than its 
original commitment. 


The total budget of the pro- 
grammes running between one 
and three years is €77.7 million, 
of which the EU will contribute 
half. The selected programmes 
cover organic products, agricul- 
tural quality products (PDO, 
PGI, TSG), dairy products, 
poultry meat, wine, fruit and 
vegetables and honey.

Labour, welfare ministers aim to 
‘clearly map’ strategic priorities 


EU labour and welfare minis- 
ters ended two days of policy 
debates under Portugal’s presi- 
dency last Friday, saying they 
had reached “very positive” re- 
sults in outlining frameworks for 
increased block-wide coopera- 
tion. 

The coordination of labour 
and welfarepolicies amongthe 27 
member states was one of “the 
most importanf ’ instruments for 
progress in those sectors, the 
meeting’ s final document said. 

The informal council of min- 
isters, led by Portuguese Labour 
and Welfare Minister Jose Vieira 
da Silva, said the EU could attain 
the “double objective” ofbalanc- 
ing stability with an increase in 
efficiency and coherence among 
the members states’ differing 
policies. 

“In this fashion, we will 
achieve a balanced, encompass- 
ing and more efficient framework 
to maximize the Lisbon Strat- 
egy”, the final conclusions said, 
referring to the plan to transform 
Europe into the world’s most 
competitive economy, a scheme 


approved under Portugal’s last 
EU presidency in 2000. 

The presidential ministerial 
“trio”, representing Germany, 
Portugal and Slovenia, said they 
were committed to “improving 
the dynamic of policy coordina- 
tion”, namely in seeking to 
“clearly map strategic priorities 
and increase the efficiency of 
(working) methods” to obtain 
“positive results”. 

They reaffirmed commitments 
to promoting policies of “active 
aging” in a fight against early re-

“Social inclusion”, they said, 
was “essential” for any sustain- 
able strategy of European devel- 
opment.

TAP to axe 220 
Portugalia workers 


Portuguese national airline 
TAP Portugal, confirmed this 
week that it will be dismissing 
almost a third of the workforce 
at Portugalia (PGA) airlines, the 
company which TAP pur- 
chased at the end of the month. 

The TAP group confirmed in 


a statement that 220 of PGA’ s 
746 workers will be dismissed, 
though 5 1 of these will be asked 
to work at other companies 
owned by the group.

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The New 
York Times 
vs. Reality 



The New York Times has been wrong on 
Iraq for so long that it has become a 
tradition, and they respect tradition at the 
Times. Its Monday editorial calling for an 
immediate US withdrawai from Iraq 
caused a great stir in the United States: “It 
is time for the United States to ieave Iraq, 
without any more deiay than the 
Pentagon needs to organize an orderiy 
exit.” But an “orderiy exit” is not a reai 
option any more, and in any case that is 
not where the iogic of American poiitics 
ieads in the short run. 


It would still be possible to get 
the 160,000 Ameriean troops 
out of Iraq without seenes 
reminiseent of the US retreat 
from the Chosin Reservoir in 
Korea (1950), let alone the 
British retreat from Kabul 
(1842). There would be 
embarrassing TV elips as 
jubilant Iraqi mobs looted the 
Green Zone, but the token 
British foree in Basra and the 
US troops holding the supply 
lines up to Baghdad ean still get 
out southwards via Kuwait, 
while the bulk of the Ameriean 
foree eould withdraw north to 
the friendly territory of 
Kurdistan and evaeuate by air 
from there. 

The problem is the 
eollaborators. Tens of 
thousands of people will 
probably be killed if they don’t 
leave Iraq when the Americans 
do, from humble drivers and 
translators all the way up to 
senior political and military 
figures who are too closely 
identified with the US 
occupation forces. But given 
the current state of American 
opinion about Arabs and 
terrorism, the United States 
will not welcome Iraqi refugee s 
today in the same way that it 
took in Vietnamese refugees 
thirty years ago. 

The US is already being 
strikingly less generous than 
European countries in 
accepting Iraqi refugees, while 
by far the greater part of the 
refugee burden falls on Jordan 
and Syria. But if the United 
States isn’t going to save the 
collaborators (and it isn’t, apart 



from a few high-profile names 
who know the US ambassador 
personally), their deaths will be 
the roadside counter-point to 
the eventual American 
withdrawal. 

However, for all the drama in 
Washington as one high-profile 
Republican senator after 
another loses faith in the war, 
and all the theatrics in the US 
Congress about deadlines for 
“troop drawdowns,” there will 
be no withdrawal of American 
troops from Iraq this year, and 
almost certainly not next year 
either. For the New York 
Times did get one thing right: 
President Bush’s strategy now 
is to pass the problem (and the 
blame) to his successor. 

“It is frighteningly clear,” wrote 
the Times editorialist, “that 
Mr. Bush’s plan is to stay the 
course as long as he is president 
and dump the mess on his 
successor.” What he or she did 
not say is that most other 
political forces in Washington 
are content to go along with that 
strategy, even if they must 
publicly insist otherwise. 

All political attention in 
Washington is now fixed on the 
November, 2008 election. That 
is already too close for a high- 
speed American withdrawal 
from Iraq to be forgotten before 
the voters go to the polls, so 
mainstream Republican 

opinion will back Bush’s 
strategy down to 2009 even in 
the knowledge that it will 
ultimately fail. The alternative, 
an early withdrawal, is 
probably worse in terms of the 
election outcome in Congress. 
(I suspect that senior 
Republican strategists assume 
that the presidency is already 
lost.) 

The same logic would dictate 
that the Democrats should push 
hard for an early withdrawal, in 
the belief that the distressing 
scenes that would accompany 
it would hurt the Republicans 
badly. But the Democrats lack 
the confidence to act on that 
belief Indeed, they suspect that 
they will end up with a lot of 
the blame for the US defeat in 
Iraq no matter what they do. 

If the Democrats forced a troop

withdrawal now, the 
Republicans would accuse 
them of “stabbing America in 
the back.” If the pull-out comes 
after they win the 2008 
election, then the disaster will 
happen on their watch, and the 
fickle public will already have 
forgotten who really caused it. 
So — goes the prevailing logic 
in the Democratic camp — let’s 
at least win the election before 


we get blamed for the mess. 

If the Bush administration 
comes under really heavy 
pressure after the mid- 
September report to Congress 
by General David Petraeus, the 
US commander in Iraq, it may 
withdraw US troops to the 
various “enduring bases” it has 
built in Iraq and leave the locals 
to fight it out in the streets, but 
that is the most that is going to 


happen before early 2009. 

God knows whether that means 
more or fewer Iraqi deaths in the 
long run, for the fighting in Iraq 
will certainly not stop when the 
Americans leave, and it’s not 
clear whether the American 
presence is currently making the 
civilian death toll lower or 
higher. We can calculate that 
close to 2,000 more Americans 
troops will die by early 2009 in 


the service of these political 
strategies — or maybe as few as 
a thousand, if they are pulled 
back into the “enduring bases.” 
And then, after the US election 
is over, we will find out what 
happens to Iraq after the 
Americans finally leave.

The CNRT had already re- 
plied, he said, declining to elabo- 
rate on the response. 

“Naturally, stability is the

Angola says it will not retaliate 
against EU airlines over airline ban 


European airlines will con- 
tinue to operate in Angola, F or- 
eign Minister Joao Miranda 
said, despite a European Union 
ban on Luanda flag-carrier 
TAAG for safety reasons. 

“European airlines will con- 
tinue to operate normally”, 
Miranda told journalists, set- 
ting aside any possibility that 
the government could retaliate 
through “reciprocity” meas- 
ures. 

“This case is closed”, he said 
in Luanda, adding that Angola 
would “wait until TAAG 
fulfills the required perform- 
ance (standards) and in the near 
future resumes its flights” to 
Europe. 

Despite Miranda’s assur- 


ance, British Airways saw its li- 
cense to fly to Luanda cancelled 
last week. 

Meanwhile, TAAG has un- 
veiled plans of new routes to des- 
tinations in China and the United 
Arab Emirates in a bid to attract 
passenger and cargo business fol- 
lowing its banning last week from 
operating lucrative flights to Eu- 
rope, company sources said. 

TAAG spokesperson Agnela 
Barros told Lusa two new routes 
would be opened to an unspeci- 
fied Chinese destination and 
Dubai, declining to give dates for 
the launch of the flights. 

Angola ’ s national carrier plans 
to use two Boeing 747 freight/ 
passenger variants, currently 
operating to Brazil, on its new 


international routes, said 
Barros, adding TAAG ex- 
pected cargo revenues from 
these services to surpass pas- 
senger receipts. 

An EU-wide blacklisting 
against TAAG came into force 
last Friday after safety con- 
cerns originating in France dur- 
ing routine aircraft inspec- 
tions. The Angolan airline flew 
to Lisbon, Paris and London 
before its banning from Euro- 
pean airspace. 

TAAG’s six weekly return 
flights from Luanda to Lisbon 
are now being operated in part- 
nership with Cape Verde flag 
flyer TACV via Sal Interna- 
tional Airport in the West Af- 
rican archipelago. TPN/Lusa 


Sao Tome PM against any Mugabe ban at 
Deeember Europe- Afriea summit 


Prime Minister Tome Vera 
Cruz of Sao Tome and Principe 
said Friday that he opposes any 
exclusion of Zimbabwean Presi- 
dent Robert Mugabe from the 
Europe-Africa summit that Lis- 
bon’s EU presidency plans to 
stage in December, media re- 
ported. 

“We know there are situations 
in Harare over which we don’t 
hold the same point of view as the 
Zimbabwean authorities,” STP- 
Press cited Vera Cruz as saying on 
return from an official Morocco 
trip. 

But Zimbabwe ’ s participation 
at the EU-AU summit in the Por- 


tuguese capital is “indispensable, 
as what we are dealing with is a 
continental affair between Africa 
and Europe, added the leader of the 
Gulf of Guinea microstate. 

Declining to comment on Zim- 
babwe ’s internal political situa- 
tion or its beleaguered president, 
Vera Cruz saidheexpected the De- 
cember summit between the two 
blocs would have “relevant” re- 
sults. 

Portuguese Prime Minister 
Jose Socrates toldtheAU’sannual 
summit this week in Ghana that 
the Europe-Africa summit should 
be a “turning point” in relations 
between the continents. 


Investment by Portuguese 
firms in Angola grew 
threefold from 2004-2006 


Investment by Portuguese 
companies in Angola more than 
tripled from 103 million US$ in 
2004 to 330 million US$ in 
2006, according to official fig- 
ures. 

Ahead of the Luanda Interna- 
tional F air that commenced Tues- 
day, where around 1 20 firms from 
Portugal are exhibiting, Lisbon’ s 
AICEP investments agency said 


there was “increasing interest by 
Portuguese firms in investing in 
the Angolan market.” 

Angola jumped from Portu- 
gal’s 15-largest private invest- 
ment destination in 2005 to sixth 
spot in 2006, representing nearly 
six percent of total overseas in- 
vestment by Portuguese busi- 
nesses last year, the AICEP said.

Explosion destroys Oeiras 
villa 


A brutal explosion of un- 
known origins reduced an Oerias 
villa to ashes earlier this week. 
The 87-year-old proprietor had 
been holidaying with relatives in 
Montijo when the tragedy hap- 
pened, and had coincidentally 
prolonged her stay at the insist- 
ence of her nephews. 

It could be a coincidence that 
saved the octogenarian’s life as 
local fire-fighters who spent 
more than two hours fighting the 
flames described the scene as “a 
scene of destruction”. 

Police sources have suggested 
the possibility of a gas leak, 
though an investigation is still 
being carried out to determine 
whether or not this could have 
been the cause, as well as ruling 
out any foul play. 

Reports confirm the blaze, 
which is believed to have ignited 
somewhere in the front part of 
the first floor, burnt down prac- 
tically all of the walls and the 
flooring. 

A number of personal items, 
including silver ware and reli- 
gious artefacts, were salvaged. 

Family members allegedly 
asked search and rescue teams to 
hunt down a safe supposedly 
located inside the house, though 
no signs of a safe were found.

High on EU agenda 
Energy 

Has Minister of Economy 
Manuel Pino (ref News in Brief 
p. 4, 3 June 07) taken into his un- 
derstanding all the facts about the 
supply of electrical energy, right 
up to the point of use, and the 
most efficient use of same. En- 
ergy is lost when electricity is 
transmitted over long distances, 
and traditional power stations 
only capture part of the calorific 
value of their fuel. The waste heat 
is usually sent up the chimney and 
into the atmosphere or out to sea. 
More than 60 per cent of the to- 
tal energy can be lost at the power 
station, and 3 to 4 per cent is 
wasted during transmission. 

The alternative is forms of 
“distributed energy”, from 
microgeneration, such as solar 
panels, photovoltaics, and wind 
turbines for individual houses, to 
medium sized combined heat and 
power plants that supply close

sited factories, hospitals or hous- 
ing estates. 

If the EU connect all electric- 
ity generators to all the countries 
distributors then Portugal may be 
supplied electricity from France 
- a long way! ! Would we pay for 
the power supplied or the power 
delivered? Two per cent of 
wasted energy could make turn- 
ing on the light a major financial 
decision in a lot of homes. 

If all the south facing roofs of 
Lisbon had photovoltaics placed 
on them and the power was used 
by people living beneath, it 
would be cheaper and a lot less 
damaging to the environment.

Sunglasses may be essential 
summer eye eandy but some 
could leave us at risk of losing 
our sight because they fail to 
protect our eyes from the sun ’ s 
harmful rays, according to re- 
cent research. 

Yet most of us (63%) barely 
check safety standards when 
buying shades and instead are 
most swayed by fashion and 
price, according to The College 


of Optometrists. 

Alarmingly, the majority of 
young people up to 25 (80%) are 
most likely to opt for ‘cool 
shades’ and leave safety in the 
shade even though they are are 
most vulnerable to eye damage 
from the sun. 

Exposure to the sun’s harm- 
ful UV rays, the college warns, 
increases the long-term risk of 
sight loss resulting from condi- 


tions such as cataracts and pos- 
sibly AMD (Age-Related 
Macular Degeneration) . 

Dr Susan Blakeney, optomet- 
ric adviser to the College of Op- 
tometrists says: “Most of us 
wouldn’t dream of going outside 
on a sunny day without 
suncream protection because of 
the much publicised risk of skin 
cancer. 

“But many forget or are even 


unaware of just how delicate the 
eyes can be, and will be going on 
summer holidays with totally 
unprotected eyes - one in seven 
of us don’t wear sunglasses - or 
with sunglasses that are not up 
to scratch. People with blue or 
light coloured eyes are most at 
risk from sun damage.” 

While all sunglass brands le- 
gally sold in British shops have 
to meet set standards, there are

Also, many people buy eheap 
sunglasses abroad, where the 
same standards may not apply. 

Dr Blakeney explains: “It’s 
partieularly worrying that 
younger people have so little re- 
gard for their eyes beeause their 
eyes are more vulnerable to the 
damage from the sun than 
adults’. 

“Up to 80% of exposure to 
UV over a person ’ s lifetime oe- 
eurs before the age of 18. It’s 
therefore espeeially important 
to make ehildren wear sun- 
glasses so that any long-term 
damage is minimised.” 
Londoners, in the UK, are 
likely to ignore safety standards 
- with only one in five (22%) 
take safety standards into ae- 
eount when purehasing sun- 
glasses, and they’re least wor- 
ried about the eost. 

BE SHADE SAVVY 
F ollow the guidelines from the 
College of Optometrists: 

:: Wear good quality, dark 
sunglasses and eheek that they 
are up to standard. Dr Blakeney 
says: “Good sunglasses needn’t 
be expensive, you ean buy per- 
feetly adequate proteetive sun- 
glasses from high street stores, 
but just follow a few guidelines.” 

: : Make sure sunglasses earry 
the ‘CE’ Mark and British 
Standard BS EN 1836:1997, 
whieh means they offer a safe 
level of UV proteetion. 

: : Do a simple quality test be- 
forebuying. Hold the sunglasses 
at arm’s length and tilt them 
slightly. Then foeus on an obj eet 
in the distanee, move them up 
and down and see if there is any 
distortion, espeeially at the 
lens’ edges. If the lenses are high 
quality, there should be no 
movement. 

:: Don’t eonfuse the shade of 
the lens with their ability to fil- 
ter UV rays. Dark sunglasses 
may still allow UV rays to enter 
the eye and ean be more harmful 
than wearing no glasses at all.

because they cause the pupil of 
the eye to dilate, which allows 
more UV rays to enter. 

: : When buying sunglasses to 
use when driving, make sure 
they are in the filter category of 
0-3 . A lens carrying a filter cat- 
egory of 4 will be too dark for 
safe driving. Never wear sun- 
glasses while driving at night or 
in poor light. 

:: Avoid scratches, as a 
scratched lens will scatter the 
sun’s light and could cause glare 
around the area of the scratch. 
Avoid wear and tear by using a 
case, cleaning them with a mild 
detergent and water or a lens 
cleaner and drying them with a 
microfibre cloth - not paper, 
which can scratch the lens. 

: : Don’t discard sunglasses in 


the winter. The sun’s UV rays 
can be present in high enough 
levels to warrant protection 
throughout the year and the glare 
can be more noticeable as the 
sun’s lower in the sky. 
SUMMER EYE SENSE 

: : Get children into the habit 
of wearing sunglasses from an 
early age. There are many ranges 
suitable for younger ones with 
elasticated bands to keep them 
in place. 

:: Hot weather means more 
time outdoors playing sport, 
doing DIY, or gardening. A pro- 
tective see-through eye mask is 
essential if you are using tools 
to chisel or drill, and can also 
protect your eyes when 
lawnmowing or strimming. 

Sport suitable sunglasses. 


with an elasticated band to keep 
them in place, help protect eyes 
from glare, stray balls, summer 
insects or grit. 

There are also ‘sun contact 
lenses’ available from contact 
lens practitioners. 

:: Pool or sea water can con- 
tain bacteria harmful to the eye. 
Don’t wear contact lenses while 
swimming, unless you’ve been 
advised that you can. If you do 
wear them, discard them after 
you come out of the water and 
put in a fresh pair. 

If your poor vision’s a prob- 
lem, opt for prescription swim- 
ming goggles. 

:: Sun worshippers who top 
up their tans on a sunbed may 
not like the ‘panda eyes’ effect 
but they should always wear the 
protective goggles provided, as 
the strong UV rays are ex- 
tremely damaging to the eyes. 

: : Rubbing itchy eyes because 
of hay fever can irritate the deli- 
cate surface of the cornea, and 
increase the risk of infection. 

Ideally, use antihistamine 
drops in advance of symptoms 
and allow a period of time for the 
medication to ‘build up’ to be 
effective. 

Consult an optometrist or 
doctor for guidance.

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The tourists lhat ate Istanbul 




Istanbul is a city that knows how to feed the appetite, and knows how to fuei it as weii. After three 
days in Istanbui, I formuiated a new theory of evoiution. 


Over thousands of years of 
street culture, the city’s food 
hawkers seem to have developed 
a very specialised form of ESP, 
triggered any time a visitor is 
hungry, merely peckish or in any 
way capable of developing even 
the slightest case of the 
munchies. 

These psychic pedlars and 
shopkeepers lost no opportu- 


nity to keep my companion and 
I constantly topped up with ba- 
gel-shaped simit bread, fish ke- 
bab, borek- layers of noodle-like 
pastry stuffed with cheese - 
Turkish delightandwhatwe came 
to know as ‘stuff stuffed with 
stuff: figs stuffed with nuts, 
mussels stuffed with rice, choco- 
lates stuffed with baklava, and 
potatoes stuffed with just about 


every ingredient known to man- 
kind. 

With main streets that seem to 
suffer from perpetual traffic 
jams, taxis andbuses are an exer- 
cise in tedious frustration, so 
walking is the recommended 
mode of transport. And with so 
much to take in - from ancient 
temples to street markets and all 
that stuff stuffed with stuff - it 


pays to travel at a slower pace. 

First stop onmost tourist trails 
is the achingly gorgeous Hagia 
Sophia, and rightly so. Even the 
most jaded of travellers find its 
soaring domes, enormous Islamic 
medallions and light-pierced 
gloom a sight to behold. 

Built as an early Christian 
church in the sixth century, and 
converted to a mosque 900 years 
later, there are now remnants of 
both religions rubbing together 
throughout the massive complex: 
arches daubed with utterly Ori- 
ental insignia give way to re- 
claimed mosaics of Mary and the 
Christ child and icons of early 
Byzantine rulers. 

Sightseers here are slack-jawed 
in awe and wonder. If that’s the 
reaction of the 2 1 st century tour- 
ist, I wondered, imagine what this 
place must have been to the mil- 
lions who saw it before sky- 
scrapers, 747s, the National 
Geographic Channel, even. Like 
the various hereafters it peddled, 
the place is still otherworldly. 

A short walk away through 
sculptured gardens and yes, a 
gauntlet of those all-knowing, all- 
seeing street food vendors, lies 
the famous Blue Mosque. 

A mere 400 years old, if s still 
a brash newcomer in the Turkish 
scheme ofthings, but what it lacks 



in antiquity it makes up for in 
pure elegance and a sense of vi- 
tality only a fully functioning 
place of worship can inspire. 

After removing our shoes and 
donning headscarves, we’re ush- 
ered into a place of fantastic 
beauty andmajestic design: grace- 
ful blue-tiled domes, low-slung 
candelabras, and decorative cal- 
ligraphy. 

If the Hagia Sophia shows the 


mish mash of Istanbul’s past, 
this place is a single-minded love 
note to Islamic art, culture and 
faith. 

F orming the third section of the 
must-see trifectathat crowds the 
Hagia Sophia square is the 
strangely gothic Basilica Cistern. 
Built by the Greeks in the 6th 
century, it was once one of the 
world’s most elaborate plumb- 
ing devices, now a spooky trip

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into the underworld, with a vast, 
dimly lit eavern supported by 
336 huge marble eolumns met at 
their base by cool spring water 
and schools of ghostly grey fish. 

Though massively overpopu- 
lated by camera-toting tourists, 
there’s a weird magic here that 
the crowds can’t displace. While 
Istanbul is a city that welcomes 
visitors, it is not yet one of those 
over-touristed places that be- 
come attractively packaged cari- 
catures of themselves, a mere re- 
flection of what foreigners think 
they should be. 

There is workaday life here too 
- in jumbled cobblestone 
sidestreets where scarcely a 
whisper of English, Spanish or 
Italian is heard. 

Even a huge tourist drawcard 
like the Grand Bazaar - the 15th 
century’s answer to the mega 
mall - is not entirely given over to 
foreign hordes. In the sprawling 
covered market with its vaulted, 
fresco-laden roof, one turn takes 
you from stacks of novelty fezes 
and cheap ‘evil eye’ charms into 
quiet rows of book stalls perused 
by scholarly looking Turkish 
men and the occasional well-fed 
alley cat. 

There’ s tribal handicrafts, tra- 
ditional blown glass candelabras 
and tiny little tucked away tea 
rooms, but the modern-day 
makes its presence felt too, with 
knock-off Balenciaga bags and 
thousands of ‘Konverse’ train- 
ers and almost- Adidas shoes. 

The complex itself is massive 
and labrynthine - after four hours 
shopping I still have no idea what 
percentage of ground we covered. 
Haggle with patience and stall 
holders will deal at barely a third 
of the original asking price. 

While most of the must-dos are 
located on the Asian side of the 
Bosphorus around the 
Sultanahmet district, the Euro- 
pean side has its charms too - of 
a more laidback, lived-in kind 
than its Oriental counterpart. 

Our boutique hotel, the Pera 
Rose, has a touch of Eastern 
luxury with its deep leather so- 
fas, darkwood finishes, and com- 
plimentary spa and sauna facili- 
ties - a nice distraction after long 
days pounding the ancient capi- 
tal’ s pavements. 

But the Pera Rose Hotel’s 
main drawcard is its location: 


barely two minutes from Istiklal 
Avenue in the Beyoglu district, 
the city’s all-purpose late night 
shopping, drinking and noshing 
zone. 

Near to midnight it’ s still heav- 
ing as thousands of Turks cruise 
the street - some there for a lei- 
surely window-shop, others nib- 
bling borek, or just listening to 
folksy buskers strumming acous- 
tic guitars. 

Down a sidestreet though, and 
it’s a different affair. Bars are 
crammed, beer flows in the 
streets, water pipes filled with 
fragrant tobacco pass from 
punter to punter and you’re 
never more than a few metres 
away from a one-man steamed 
mussel stand - ironically, the Is- 
tanbul drinkers ’ answer to the all- 
night kebab house. 

Fish restaurant touts, formal 
in three-piece suits alongside 
their outdoor seafood displays, 
offer tables with a view of the 
madness and we succumb 
quickly, stuffing ourselves on 
octopus, mussel and white fish 
meze, all for under £12/€18 for 
two. 

In the early hours of the morn- 
ing, our bar friends show no sign 
of slowing down, but we leave 
them to it - we’ve got 24 hours 
left in Istanbul and need to make 
them count. Scores of ferries leave 
every few minutes from the 
Eminonu docks, and at 5 Op/ 
€0.74 per journey, you get up 
close and personal with the spar- 
kling waters of the Bosphorus. 

In addition to the ubiquitous 
rounds of tea served in tiny glass 
cups, each boat features massive 
posters of the imposing Ataturk, 
founder of modem Turkey, deco- 
rated with exhortations to his fel- 
low countrymen. 

If s almost impossible to over- 
state the reverence in which he ’ s 
held by the population here - 
borne out when our watery, 
zigzagging path takes us past 
palaces and mosques to Ortakoy, 
a network of cafes and markets 
in the middle of the European 
bank. 

One stall selling wall plaques 
painted with iconic figures ped- 
dles pictures of the nationalist 
leader mbbing up against depic- 
tions of Che Guevara, Jim 
Morrison and Kurt Cobain. And 
if s here he seems to have settled 
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into the national consciousness - 
part politician, part rock star, 
part god. If s a good bet he ’ll not 
be forgotten any time soon. 

Back off the ferry at the Galata 
Bridge there’s still time for a 
quick beer in one of the bars that 
have spmng up near the waterline 
underneath the bridge ’ s automo- 
tive flyover. 

Sipping Efes on a lowbeanbag 
a metre from the water’s edge 
seems the perfect place for our 
last Istanbul sunset - a fiery red 
ball painting purple the mosque- 
dotted, storybook skyline, gulls 
wheeling overheard and the low- 
timbred call to prayer echoing 
warmly over the glistening 
straits.

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Jazz up your patio for parties 





Warm summer evenings are an ideal time to have a few friends round, light the barbecue and do 
some socialising, especially if your annuals are in full bloom and the garden is a riot of colour. 


But how do you perk up your 
patio for a social occasion? It’s 
amazing how, with a little fore- 
thought, you can have your gar- 
den looking even better and 
with clever lighting and care- 
fully-placed pots you can cre- 
ate a warm, inviting and sweet- 
smelling atmosphere. 

If your social gathering is im- 
minent, have a look around your 
beds and borders and fill in any 
gaps with summer bedding 
which is already in bloom when 


you buy it. Check out your in- 
door plants, which can also add 
drama if you bring them out- 
side. Many orchids in particu- 
lar benefit from being outdoors 
in a shady spot at this time of 
the year. 

Create scented comers in 
seating areas - pots of stocks, 
nicotianaand lavender will pro- 
vide delicious scents in the 
evening. Flower fragrances 
tend to be stronger in the 
evening, when the air is warm 


and humid and there isn’t any 
breeze to waft it away. Some 
plants increase their perfume 
production at night to attract 
moths to pollinate them. The 
tobacco plant Nicotiana alata 
actually folds up its petals dur- 
ing the day and comes to life at 
night. 

If you have a low wall where 
people may sit, plant some spe- 
cies with scented leaves which 
they may well brush against or 
mn their hand through to re- 


lease their fragrant oils. Good 
choices include scented-leaved 
pelargoniums, lemon-scented 
verbena, thyme, sage and mint. 

Lighting can also make all the 
difference to the look of a patio 
and garden. After dark, it can 
create shadows, highlight inter- 
esting architectural plants such 
as cordylines and low growing 
palms and bringing the garden 
to life for dining and entertain- 
ing. 

If you have a small space, in- 



Best of the Bunch 


Peony 

Peonies are the blousiest 
blooms on the block, produc- 
ing huge pom-pom flowers 
which are hard to beat, even 
though their flowers tend to be 
shortlived. And while most 
peonies flower here in spring, 
some bloom later and make 
great cut flowers, if you can 
bear to snip them off. 

Herbaceous peonies are 
best grown in borders among 
other perennials. Many grow 
to around Im, their weighty 
flowers appearing over the 
deep green leaves. Good com- 


panions include bearded 
irises, and they can be given a 
stunning backdrop of passion- 
flowers growing up a trellis 
fence. 

Newly-planted peonies 
may not flower the first year 
as they hate being moved. But 
give them a chance and it will 
be worth it. They should be 
planted in a sunny spot in rich, 
fertile, well-drained soil. If 
you need to move one that’s 
already in your garden, do it 
in October when the plant has 
lost its leaves. 


What’s in store 


Colourful additions to your 
garden are readily available in 
garden centres at present, but 
remember that with the hotter 
weather the plants do need ten- 
der loving care when planting 
out. Evening is a good time to 
put them into their new situa- 
tion after making sure that the 
root ball is saturated before 
planting in the prepared hole. 
This gives them a little time to 
acclimatise before the heat of 
the following day. 

Cestrum fasciculatum 
‘Newellii’ is a delightful, deli- 
cate looking shrub with fine 
curving branches with dark 


green leaves up to ten centime- 
tres long. Funnel shaped cerise 
flowers about two centimetres 
long are formed in panicles of up 
to 1 2cm across and are borne for 
many of the summer months fol- 
lowed by reddish purple berries. 
The plant reaches a height and 
width of about three metres. It 
needs a well drained fertile soil 
mixture and to be grown in sun 
or dappled shade. Avoid windy 
sites and give protection in the 
winter if the temperature is likely 
to drop below -5°C. 

Hydrangea macrophylla is 
divided into two groups, 
Lacecaps and Hortensias or 



irrigation systems . drainage . waits 
Fencing S pergolas .

vest in a low-voltage garden 
lighting kit which operates sev- 
eral lights off one transformer. 
Solar lighting is okay for pro- 
viding subtle light to mark a 
path or steps but it won’t light 
up your garden. 

Don’t kill the atmosphere of 
the patio with too bright a light. 
If you have a fairly small area, 
large lanterns, citronella can- 
dles to keep the bugs away and 
nightlights in a variety of out- 
door casings can create an inti- 
mate mood. If you need more 
light, try switching your inside 
lights on, which will illuminate 
the exterior and make the house 


mopheads. Hortensias are the 
group most commonly seen in 
Portugal. They have large leaves 
with the flower heads reaching 
up to twenty centimetres across. 
These hardy shrubs need a fer- 
tile soil mixture, the acidity of 
the soil having influence on the 
colour with acid soils ideal for 
the blue and alkaline for pink. 
They will grow well in partial 
shade but do needprotection from 
cold winds. They are shrubs that 
eventually reach a height and 
spread of about 2m, but can be 
pruned back in spring. 

Impatiens or Busy Lizzies as 
they are commonly known, 
flower profusely during many 
months of the year. They need a 


look warm and inviting. 

If you are having an evening 
party, use marker lights to illu- 
minate paths and steps for 
safety. Spotlights can be used 
to highlight focal points in the 
garden, but avoid using them on 
the patio or they will kill the 
atmosphere. 

A few days before the event, 
trim the hedge, mow and edge 
the lawn and give beds and con- 
tainers a last tidy-up, dead- 
heading and tying in plants as 
necessary. Most importantly, 
have fun with your friends on 
the night!

fairly rich soil mixture that is 
well drained, preferably in 
partial shade with little wind. 
Water on a regular basis and 
liquid fertiliser every three to 
four weeks. They are usually 
used as annuals, but in areas 
with no frost they often con- 
tinue to flower throughout the 
winter but do become rather 
‘leggy’. We have found that, 
although they are supposed to 
be intolerant of frost some of 
ours have survived for several 
years after they have been 
given a ‘tidy up’ with seca- 
teurs, but they are never as 
floriferous as newly obtained 
plants.

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\nHarry Potter and the Order of the Phoenix, it has 
been a long, lonely summer for Harry Potter as he 
awaits his fifth year of study at Hogwarts Sehool of 
Witcheraft and Wizardry. If s bad enough that he 
must endure living with the odious Dursleys, but he 
hasn’t reeeived even a note from his elassmates and 
elosest friends, Ron Weasley andHermione Granger. 
And there has not been any word from anyone in the 
aftermath of his eonfrontation with the evil Lord 
Voldemort. The letter that does arrive is not the kind 
for whieh he was hoping, pronouneing that Harry is 
about to be expelled from Hogwarts for illegally using 
magie outside of sehool and in the presenee of a 
Muggle, namely his obnoxious eousin, Dudley.

Harry’s only hope is to defend himself at what 
amounts to hardly more than a kangaroo eourt orehes- 
trated by the Minister of Magie, Cornelius Fudge, 
who has his own reasons for wanting the young 
wizard to be gone for good. Mueh to Fudge’ s ehagrin, 
Harry is aequitted, thanks largely to the intervention 
of Hogwarts’ venerable Headmaster, Albus 
Dumbledore, but his return to Hogwarts is, for the 
first time, apprehensive and uneomfortable. Harry 


has learned that mueh of the wizarding eommunity 
has been led to believe that the story of the teenager’ s 
reeent eneounter with Voldemort is an outright lie, 
putting Harry’s integrity in question. 

Feeling ostraeized and alone, Harry is beset by 
nightmares that seem to foretell sinister events .Worse, 
the one person whose eounsel he needs most. Profes- 
sor Dumbledore, is suddenly acting strangely distant 
from the confused and hurt young wizard. 

Meanwhile, in an effort to keep an eye on 
Dumbledore and keep the Hogwarts students, espe- 
cially Harry, in line. Fudge has appointed a new 
Defence Against the Dark Arts teacher, the duplici- 
tous Professor Dolores Umbridge. But Professor 
Umbridge’s “Ministry-approved” course of defen- 
sive magic leaves the young wizards woefully unpre- 
pared to defend themselves against the Dark Forces 
threatening them. So, at the prompting of Hermione 
and Ron, Harry is convinced to take matters into his 
own hands. Meeting secretly with a small group of 
students who name themselves “Dumbledore ’s 
Army,” Harry teaches them how to defend them- 
selves against the Dark Arts, preparing the coura- 
geous young wizards for the extraordinary battle that 
he knows lies ahead.

The victim is reluctant to 
speak, but Lauren convinces her to break 
the silence; yet the real danger is not the 
murder, but the larger forces who don’t 
want the story told.

The number of children with mental health problems like 
depression, anxiety and anorexia has doubled in a generation, 
according to new research. We ask the experts if modern life is to 
blame for the increase in youngsters' emotional problems, and look 
at what parents can do to protect their children from mental harm. 


More than a million young- 
sters - or one in 1 0 - are suffer- 
ing from problems ranging from 
depression and anxiety to ano-

it by showing them how to see 
ehildren as ehildren, and not 
mini-adults. 

"It's elear that the problems 
are eonneeted to ehanges in our 
lifestyles that have impaeted on 
ehildren and inereased the pres- 
sure on them." 

He says parents shouldn't be 
afraid to ask for help if they feel 
their ehild is struggling, a point 
eehoed by eonsultant ehild and 
adoleseent psyehiatrist Dr Se- 
bastian Kraemer, who puts the 
blame for adoleseents' inereas- 
ing troubles firmly at the door 
of social inequality. 

The only thing parents can 
do, he says, is to take their trou- 
bled teenagers in hand. 

"This gets increasingly diffi- 
cult the older the child gets, so 
it's best to start early. 

"Parents need not feel 
ashamed at asking for help, the 
earlier the better. The message 
is don't suffer alone - ask for 
parenting help and support. 

"It's never too late, just 
harder the longer you leave it. 
So precocious teenagers who 
can outwit their parents aren't 
winning at all. 

"They need boundaries like 
they need to eat and sleep."

rexia, and experts say that 
stresses from issues such as 
family breakdown, drink and 
drugs, increased testing at 
school and pressure to look 
good are directly linked to their 
troubles. 

A study by the Institute of 
Psychiatry has shown that the 
number of teenagers with emo- 
tional and behavioural prob- 
lems doubled between 1974 
and 1999, the latest figures 
available. 

The study was funded by the 
Nuffield Foundation, whose 
adolescent mental health pro- 
gramme director Ann Hagell 
says: "Modern life must be re- 
sponsible in some way, and part 
of the problem is that the tran- 
sition into being a full adult 
takes a lot longer than it did 30 
years ago." 

She points out that most 16- 
year-olds don't go out and get a 
job as there's no youth labour 
market, and the average age to 
leave home is 23 to 24 years. 

She adds : "In some ways they 
grow up younger, but they don't 
have the rights and responsi- 
bilities until they're older." 

Another struggle for adoles- 
cents is how they deal with their 
emotions, an aspect of life that's 
clearly linked to potential men- 
tal problems, says the children's 
charity NCH. 

It will soon launch a cam- 
paign to improve children's 
emotional well-being, and Paul 
Moore, director of Children's 
Services at the charity, says: 
"There's a clear link between 
emotional well-being, mental 
health and social mobility.

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Sun Protection for your dog or cat 

Due to popular demand we are expanding on our brief mention of this 
subject in an earlier article, we take a look at what protection is available 
for our dogs as the weather heats up. 




“Should I have my dog 
clipped close for the hot sum- 
mer months?” is a question 
asked by many dog owners at 
this time of year. This is area of 
disagreement among profes- 
sional groomers. Some experts 
advise short clips for heavy- 
coated dogs; others are op- 
posed to close clipping and 
refuse to do it. Close clipping 
is advised in the interest of your 
dog’s health, but usually only 
if your dog ’ s coat is badly mat- 
ted. A matted coat will trap heat 
and moisture and cause dis- 
comfort and skin problems. 
Frequent brushing is better, 
preventing the coat from mat- 
ting . Hair on a well-brushed dog 
can actually help keep him cool 
by acting as insulation against 
the heat. It also provides pro- 
tection from sunburn and from 
parasites. If you do decide to 
clip your dog then make sure 
that you protect it’s skin from 
the sun with an appropriate 
sunscreen. There are coats 
available that reflect the sun - 
Cooler Coats - these are excel- 
lent for dogs that suffer from 
thinning of their fur. They are 
made of a special Heat Reflec- 
tive material with a very light- 
weight lining making this coat a 
definite “must have” for the 
welfare of your dog. It is also 


waterproof and reversible pro- 
viding a warming coat in the 
winter. 

I clip my bearded collies coat 
every summer and keep it quite 
short, but I do this mainly to 
keep her mat free as we live in a 
field and she likes lying under 
the orange trees with all the 
burrs and grass seeds. A shorter 
coat makes it easier for me to 
keep an eye on grass seeds and 
mats. 

Sunscreen is available which 
is specially formulated for your 
pet’ s skin. Light coloured - es- 
pecially white - cats and dogs 
are prone to sunburn, and they 
do not realise that if they sit in 
that nice cosy warm spot on the 
terrace for more that 10 min- 
utes, that they will get sun bum. 
There are quite a few sunscreens 
available for pets, which are 
non-oily and easy to apply. 
Sunburn starts as redness and 
hair loss on the ear tips, bridge 
of the nose, or abdomen and can 
lead to skin ulceration, infection, 
and carcinoma. 

Make sure that you leave a vi- 
sor of fur over your dogs eyes 
if you clip it’s coat. You need 
to protect your dog ’ s eyes from 
the sun, just as we protect ours. 
The natural way is with a visor 
of fur. Although you can get 
anything for your dog nowa-

days. Baseball hats, bonnets 
and Doggies (dog sunglasses). 
These have a practical benefit 
of protecting your dog’s eyes 
from the sun, dirt, bugs, dust and 
rocks. They are used by work- 
ing dogs, i.e. search and rescue 
dogs, over the world. They are 
also of great benefit if your dog 
has undergone eye surgery 
In hot weather, sensible pre- 
cautions should be taken for all 
breeds, not just hairy ones. 
Curtail exercise in the middle of 
the day, and provide shade, ac- 
cess to a cool spot, possibly 
leaving your pets indoors where 
it is cooler. Make sure that you 
provide them with plenty of 
fresh, clean water. Check their 


food and water for insect inva- 
sions. Do not leave food down, 
if your pet doesn’t finish it 
within 1 5 mins then remove it 
and dispose of the uneaten 
food. If it is left down then it will 
attract insects and vermin and 
will go off quickly in the heat. 

Please remember DO NOT 
LEAVE YOUR PET IN A 
PARKED CAR FOR ANY 
LENGTH OF TIME DURING 
THE HOT SUMMER 
MONTHS and remember that 
even if you parked it in the shade 
- the shade can move!

The new history series, which examines how the British Empire shaped our 
national identity, continues. Here, politician David Steel reveals how the post- 
Empire experiences of both colonisers and colonised shaped Britain’s destiny 
in the second part of the 20th century. David was just 1 1 when his family moved 
to Kenya. More than 50 years later, he realises his father never revealed the 
whole truth about what happened there. When white settlers took over the 
country’s fertile land, it was at the expense of the indigenous population. As a 
child, David was only vaguely aware of growing African protest, and of the 
emergence, in the early 1950s, of a secret society called Mau Mau. David meets 
members of this movement for the first time. While abhorring violence, his 
Presbyterian Minister father was equally infuriated by the British response. Huge 
numbers of Africans were rounded up and detained without charge. In a series 
of documents, David discovers how his father agitated to change British policy, 
but to no avail. He also finds out how information from a source at the heart 
of the colonial government drove his father to a dramatic public protest, and 
how he fought to obtain the release of members of his church from the camps.

Baker and Manley lead the way in Portugal 


Former Ryder Cup player Peter Baker got his quest for a second 
consecutive Challenge T our title off to the perfect start when he moved 
into a share of the lead with Welshman Stuart Manley in the Estoril 
Challenge de Portugal. 


Baker claimed his first indi- 
vidual professional vietory for 
14 years when he triumphed in 
the Credit Suisse Challenge and 
an exeellent opening six under par 
65 in Portugal gave the 39 year 
old Englishman real hope ofbaek 
to baek title suceesses, and the 
ehanee to regain his European 
Tour eard at the end of the sea- 
son through the Challenge Tour 
Rankings. 

“ W e can think about that later, 
but I have to admit I’m delighted 
with that start,” he said. “I was 
a little tired after the vietory in 
Switzerland, but I got off to a 
great start in my round here and 
that was important to get me go- 
ing again.” 

Beginning his round at the 
tenth hole. Baker’ s start was in- 
deed impressive as he rattled in 
four birdies in his first six holes 
before adding another one at the 
18* to be ‘out’ in 31. 

Turning for home, an inerease 
in the strength of the wind made 
his seeond nine holes a little 
harder, but his only dropped 
shot of the day at the fifth, where 
he found a plugged lie in a 
greenside bunker, was negated 
by birdies at two of the Estoril 
eourse ’ s five par threes - the see- 
ond and the seventh. 

“I had a ehanee for a final 
birdie at the ninth hole whieh is 
another one of the par threes but 
the ball just slipped by from 
about 12 feet,” said Baker. “But 
I ean’t be too disappointed. 

“Obviously I want to get baek 
onto The European Tour, but I 


said at the start of the year that I 
will try and do that through the 
Challenge Tour whieh I feel is the 
best way and I intend to play the 
year here and try and finish in the 
top 20 of the Rankings at the end 
ofthe season. 

“It ean be a little hard out here 
sometimes beeause I am regu- 
larly 20 or 30 yards behind most 
of the young lads from the tee, 
but I try to use my head and ex- 
perience wherever possible af- 
ter that and I think today 
showed that.” 

While Baker started well it 
was the finish which was im- 
pressive for j oint leader Manley, 
four birdies in his last six holes 
helping the W elshman to a baek 
nine of 33 and giving further ere- 
denee to the faet that a switeh of 
putter two weeks ago had been 
exaetly the right deeision. 

“My putting really was the 
differenee,” he said. “I have 
played fantastieally well tee to 
green all year, but I just eouldn’t 


get the ball in the hole which is 
why I haven’t been able to get 
into the top tens. 

“I used to be a great putter a 
couple of years ago, but I just lost 
my way with that a bit reeently, 
but over the past eouple of weeks 
there is the sign that it is eoming 
baek and I think that’ s the reason 
I finished 20* in Switzerland 
whieh was my best finish of the 
season so far. 

“If I ean eontinue to play as 
well from tee to green as I have 
been doing and then sueeeed in 
getting my putting in order, I 
don’t think I’ll be faraway.” 

Baker and Manley led the way 
by a shot from Norwegian Jan- 
Are Larsen who earded a 66 while 
four players shared fourth plaee 
after opening with 67 s ineluding 
Chile’s Felipe Aguilar, at 
Number Three the highest ranked 
player in the field from the eur- 
rent Challenge Tour Rankings.
